Dr. Paulding Reads 
Maur ois’ “Disraeli” 


“Abiding faith in God, a power be- 
yond self” is the keynote of the life 
of Benjamin Disraeli, the patriot, 





viewed by Frederick Paulding, Litt. 
D., in the auditorium at Clarke Col- 
lege, March 13, at 7:30. 

Dr. Paulding portrayed the life of 
the statesman of England dwelling 
upon the fineness of character that 
did so much toward the development 
of English political history and 
which played so important a part in 
the affairs of Great Britain for near- 
ly fifty years. 

“Apart from its literary value 
there is a remarkable ethical] value 
in the novel ‘Disraeli’ which cannot 
be stressed too highly. The book 
does not preach; the life of Disraeli 
speaks for itself. It is an absolute 
refutation of the science of today 
which attempts to remove faith from 
the curriculum,” continued the critic. 

“Life is too short to be little.” 
This resolution expressed when Dis- 
raeli was but twenty-one years of 
age was consistently adhered to 
through all the stormy career of the 
great statesnian. Andre Maurojs por- 
trays in a detailed manner the per: 
sonality of Disraeli who figured so 
vilally in England’s attainment of
